In late September, there were about 5,000 Caucasian troops* with 80 to 
100 T-3 tanks in a weather house at Hamhung. About 10,000 Caucasian 
mechanized troops equipped with tanks and heavy artillery were between 
Yangdok (126-38, 39-13) (BU 9643) and Sonych'on (126-13, 39=15) (BU 6048). 
On 28 September, 600 European troops in Chinese Communist uniforms were 
moving frow P'yongyang to Chunghwa. :
